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On  completing  <>ur  senior  year  at  Roslindale  High  School,  we  must  take  our  places  in  society.

Some  of  our  deserving  classmates  scaled  the  heights  and  became 
members  of  the  T  ATTLF  R  STAFF.  And  so  time  marched,  too  rapidly  toward  report  cards,  and  all  too 
slowly  toward  vacation.  There  were  many  of  us  who  wore  the  crimson  and  gold  on  the  playing  field,  and  the 
names  of  many  more  of  us  appeared  on  the  Honor  Roll  and  Merit  List. 

To  add  to  the  honor  of  our  class,  Nancy  Clarke  was  voted  "Marsha  Jordan"  and  won,  among 
other  prizes,  a  trip  to  Mexico.  After  the  first  bi-monthly  period  we  considered  ourselves  quite  grown  up  and 
an  important  part  of  the  school.  Of  course,  our  view  wasn't  always  shared  by  the  upper  classes.  Biology 
was  the  subject  that  occupied  most  of  our  distracted  attention.  During  our  first  year,  we  became  great 
lovers  of  the  out-of-doors  as  we  collected  weeds,  flowers,  leaves,  and — last  but  not  least — our  friends,  the  in- 
sects.

Four  hundred 
Rossiettes  and  their  guestu,  danced  to  the  music  of  Rob  Gately.  (Any  similarity  of  names  mentioned  here, 
living  or  dead,  is  purely  coincidental.  ) 

The  French  Club  got  oft'  to  a  roaring  start  by  electing  officers.  Barbara  Ashjian  was  voted 
secretary  and  Cynthia  Korh  treasurer.  That  year  swimming  lessons  were  in  session  in  the  Boston  YWCA. 
Our  class  of  Fish  was  represented  by  Mary  Hell,  Lorraine  Crosby,  Marilyn  Cummings,  Audrey  Davis.  Mary 
Martin,  Marie  Pantano,  Doris  Swanson,  Mary  Guilderson,  Dorothy  King,  Cynthia  Korb,  Patrica  Mc- 
Laughlin, and  Mary  White.  They  all  had  a  DUCKY  TIME  every  Monday.  To  our  disappointment  our 
football  squad  did  not  win  as  many  games  as  we  had  hoped,  but  the  cheering  section  still  outnumbered  any 
that  the  other  schools  had.  The  cheers  were  led  by  three  of  our  classmates  Maureen  Byrnes,  Barbara 
Gallucci  and  Constance  Sutton.  In  Januaiy,  thirty  members  of  our  class  were  elected  to  the  National 
Honor  Society,  the  largest  number  in  the  history  of  the  school  to  be  elected  from  one  class. 

Some  of  our  talented  juniors  appeared  as  Gibson  Girls,  as  dancers  in  the  Charleston  act,  and  in 
specialty  numbers  in  the  senior  class  Variety  show.  They  were  Barbara  Fiore,  Ann  Caruso,  Louise  Burke, 
Ann  del'aulis,  Emily  Snow,  Barbara  Gallucci,  Ilda  Papetti,  Lorraine  Riley,  Jo-ann  Lane,  Joan  Welch,  Gail 
Somes,  Alta  Coulter,  Kathleen  Kane,  Jim  Coyne,  and  Jim  Hoey.  The  project  of  selling  defense  stamps  was 
started  up  again  by  the  Key  Club.  The  Club  is  also  famous  for  marvelous  dances.  Our  Hockey  team 
distinguished  themselves  by  winning  six  games  out  of  seven.  Unfortunately  we  missed  the  District  Champ- 
ionship by  one  game.  Bob  Francis  and  Tom  Flanagan,  two  of  our  best  athletes,  helped  our  basketball  team 
to  win  in  a  blaze  of  glory  eight  out  of  fourteen  games.  That  was  the  best  record  acquired  by  Roslindale 
since  1946.    Leave  it  to  our  class  to  do  that! 

On  March  15  tragedy  hit  Roslindale  when  we  lost  two  of  our  most  popular  and  beloved  class- 
mates. The  whole  school  mourned  their  death,  but  their  memory  will  live  long  in  our  hearts.  They  were 
Norma  Geissler  and  Barbara  Sutherland. 

In  April  the  Roslyn  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society  presented  a  one-act  play,  "IT  WILL

ship. One  hundred  dollars  was  given  to  the  members  of  the  Roslyn  Chapter  who  ranked  highest  in  this 
school  in  the  National  Honor  Society  Scholarship  examination.  The  Carruthers  prize  for  excellence  in  oral 
prose  reading  was  awarded  to  Emily  Snow  of  our  class.  Bi-monthlies  came  and  went,  as  did  vacations. 
Then  it  was  May — time  for  the  elections  of  class  officers.  The  campaigning  was  vigorous  and  the  decisions 
difficult,  especially  for  the  boys,  who  had  troubles  choosing  from  so  many  attractive  candidates.  But  we 
finally  elected  Richard  Toland  as  president,  Constance  Pagliarulo  Vice-president,  Louise  Burke  Secretary.

\\  e  had  our  last  chance  to  till  our  powerful  boxes  of  dynamite  with  wisdom  to  conquer  the  whole 
world  when  we  made  our  third  and  last  dedication  to  this  institution  of  learning  in  September  of  1951.  Yes, 
at  last,  we  had  reached  our  expectation — our  senior  year.

We  made  both  young  and  old  happy  as  we  dressed  little  dolls  anil  bought  toys  for  unfortunate 
youngsters.  Our  generosity  didn't  stop  here,  however.  On  December  fifteenth,  the  veterans  at  the  West 
Roxbury  Veterans'  Hospital  were  entertained  by  the  senior  girls  in  the  Glee  Club,  and  received  gifts  from 
the  students  of  our  school.  The  talents  of  the  (dee  Club  as  well  as  those  of  some  students  in  the  language 
clubs  were  displayed  in  our  Christmas  assembly.  Teachers  and  pupils  alike  will  always  remember  the 
wonderful  Christmases  spent  at  Roslindale  High. 

To  keep  us  in  trim  for  our  senior  prom,  Rossie  ran  three  dances.  In  November  the  senior  class 
held  a  football  hop  to  the  delightful  music  of  Bob  Donahue  and  his  orchestra.  All  who  went  enjoyed  them- 
selves tremendously,  even  though  some  of  the  boys  were  slightly  shy.  (Or  were  playing  hard  to  get?) 
December  brought  a  Christmas  party  with  the  well-known  disc  jockey.  Bob  Clayton,  and  February  a  Valen- 
tine dance 

January  seemed  to  be  the  month  that  most  distinguished  Roslindale's  seniors.  On  the  radio  a 
number  of  students  took  part  in  a  round-table  discussion  of  our  high  school  activities  over  the  air.  Judith 
Hallet  won  five  dollars  for  her  write-up  on  the  first  Globe  Party.  Virginia  Cullen  showed  her  spelling  ability 
when  she  won  the  twelfth  grade  Boston  Herald  Spelling  Bee  in  our  school.  Dick  Toland  was  elected  to 
represent  the  school  on  Good  Government  Day  at  the  State  House.  In  the  world  of  fashion,  we  found  our 
own  (Jail  Swanson  head  of  the  teen-age  fashion  board  at  Filene's  for  the  year  1951  and  l!)5-2.  In  the  school 
clubs  our  class  responded  wonderfully.  In  the  debating  club  one  could  often  find  students  in  a  heated  debate, 
either  on  world  affairs  or  on  just  every-day  American  life.  Do  you  remember  the  forum  Mr.  Landrigan 
conducted  in  the  hall?  Four  speakers,  who  included  class  mates  Nancy  Clarke  and  Emily  Snow,  debated

Martha  Goodway,  the  editor-in-chief  of  our  school  magazine  received  recognition  fro  m  the 
Boston  Traveler  for  her  excellent  editorial,  entitled  "For  the  Defense,"  which  appeared  in  the  first  issue  of 
the  Tattler. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  the  language  classes  by  means  of  assemblies  brought  us  closer  to  the 
countries  which  spoke  the  languages  they  were  studying. 

April  came  around  all  too  quickly,  and  wit  h  it  our  senior  From.  On  the  evening  of  the  fifteenth, 
boys  hesitatingly  dragged  out  their  tuxes,  and  girls  adorned  themselves  in  ravishing  gowns  of  the  latest 
fashions.  The  Dorothy  Quincy  Suite  of  the  John  Hancock  Building  was  certainly  a  splendor  of  color  on  tills 
evening  w  hich  will  be  well-remembered  by  all  Rossiettes  of  the  class  of  \i)5i.  When  our  fun  was  over  and 
we  settled  down  to  school  work  again  after  the  April  vacation,  boys  began  to  complain  about  the  big  holes 
in  their  pockets  and  girls  still  moaned  about  their  well-stcppcd-on  feet.  But  after  all  is  said  and  done,  we 
knew  deep  down  in  our  hearts  we  had  really  enjoyed  ourselves  that  evening  of  April  15. 

We  realized  now  that  we  had  only  one  big  step  to  make  before  leaving  Roslindale  High  forever. 
We  began  to  have  diploma  worries  and  thought  we  had  better  settle  down  to  hard  study  before  taking  our 
last  decisive  step,  that  of  graduation. 

Today  as  we  look  back  at  our  three  dedications  to  Roslindale  High  School  we  know  she  has 
played  an  important  roll  in  our  lives,  and  that  her  fond  memories  will  remain  with  us  forever,  and  will  be 
cherished  always.
